LOS ANGELES (AP) - Sir- 
han Bishara Sirhan’s trial for 
the assassination of Sen. Robert 
F. Kennedy goes into its 13th 
week Tuesday, with the cost to 
Los Angeles taxpayers near the 
million-dollar mark. 

The first-degree murder trial 
of the 25-year-old Jordanian 
Arab was in a long weekend re- 
cess Monday, with an extra day 
added in respect to the late 
President Dwight D. Eisenhow- 
er. 

COST ESTIMATE 
Kenneth Hahn* a member of 
the Los Angeles County Board 
of Supervisors, said the case al- 
ready has cost the county 
$858,595 and estimated the fig- 
ure eventually will top $1 mil- 
lion. 

Dr. Seymour Pollack, nation- 
ally known professor of psychia- 
try at the University of South- 
ern Californoa, is due back as a 
state witness when the trial re- 
sumes. He began his testimony 
last Friday.
